The annual report Sport of the director 
of the mint shows,—gold received, 


3849, 000, 000; silver, nearly 839,000, 
000. The coinage of the year is val- 


ned at $66,200,740; total gold coin- 
age, $35,986,927; silver, $28,835,470, 
of which $28,111,119 were standard 
dollars. The profits on coinage of 
the silver dollar was $3,701,331; net 
silver profits in the last five years, 
$13,860,310. Silver circulation, the 
director says, isin excess of the re- 
quirements, and expresses the be- 
lief that an equal coinage of both 
gold and silver by all nations is de- 
sirable, and suggests that Congress 


‘consider the question whether the 


law directing the monthly coinage 
of $2,000,000 in silver, should not be 
modified or repealed. The director 
recommends that the coinage ‘o 
gold dollars and three cent nickel 
pieces be discontinued. The pro- 
duction of gold the current year 
will be $32,000,000, and silver, 
$49,000,000.

A Cunping Rascal. 

EVANSVILEE, Ind., Nov. 5. 
_Ceiner, alias Faulkner, alias ever so 
many other names, has been captured 
in Frenchtown, Ind, He was the 
leading spirit of the counterfeiters of 
this district, and lived in @ log house 
built very much like a fort. It had 
no chinking, and while he worked his 
wife stood guard. Immediately after 
the arrest of the Pikeville gang, L. D. 
Hobbs, a detective known as Doc 
Henderson, went to the house of 
Faulkner, whom he told about the 
raid, and said that he Hobbs, was the 
only man to esvape, and he wanted to 
hide for a few days. Faulkner read - 
Hy took him in aud explained all his 
Processes to Hobbs. 

Saturday Fulkner went to get some 
Evansville papers to find out the ex- 
tent of the raid. Hobbs pretended he 
was going for a bottle of whisky and 
followed him and dodging behind 
fences and trees. He saw him enter a 


revolver at Faulker’s head, ordered 
him to throw his hands up. Cuffs 
were put on and a deputy Mar- 
shall took him in charge. Hobbs bur- 
ried back to the house and called to 
Mrs. Faulker to bring a shot gun as 
he ran. She, thidkiog. her husband 

was in danger, did as she was bid, and 
when she reached Hobbs, gave him 
the weapon. He clapped cuffs on her 
before she knew what he was up to, 
and this morning brought the couple 
to Indianapolis. Faulkner made coins 
from ten cents in silver, to twenty dol - 
lars in gold, and so perfectly that he said 
himself he was not afraid to go into a 
bank with them. 


A Cruel Pair. 
PRINCETON, Wis., November 5. 

Mrs. Ellen Long, a widow, and S. L. 
Whittmore, father of the boy found 
in the river with his throat cut, has 
been arrested for murder. Searching 
her house bloody clothes were found 
which she had been wearing up to the 
time of the murder and a butcher 
knife and two razors stained with 
blood were found in the well. On her 
premises was found a club with blood 
marks upon it. The neighbors say 
criminal intimacy existed between 
the widow and Whittmore and that it 
was known to his 11 year old son who 
was probably thus disposed of to stop 
scandal. The boy was missing 10 
days, but the father made little effort 
to find him. The theory is that the 
boy was killed by Mrs. Long in her 
cellar and the father carried the body 
to the river and hid it in a place 
where he pretended to be the first to 
discover it ten days later.

It is possible 
that his Lordship had in mind the re- 
cent trials of Irish assassins over which 
he presided with such indifference to 
technical defenses, as compared with 
certain trials of criminals in this coun- 
try, those of Tweed and Guiteau, for 
instance. From a layman's standpoint 
the Englishman appeared to have the 
best of us on that point. 


This kindly criticism may do us good. 
We are not jealous of Englana’s claim to 
euperiority in many things, for we 
kuow that the advantages of youth and 
room to grow are ours, and ‘hese more 
than counterbalance all pretensions to 
a higher culiure and a more advanced 
civilization. In the great priociple of 
personal liberty and opportanity we are 
immeasarably ahead of ber, a fact 
which the wWhief Justice acknowledges 
in his refereuce to the ownership of 
bomes and farms. With these secure 
all good things are sure to follow, and 
certainly we can afford to wait. 


It is an easy matter to find men on 
the eve of every political campaign 
who claim that the right thing to do is 
to stand back with folded hands until 
nominations are made and then select 
from the various names presented good 
men.

O: poi t iid ort subenitted 
by J ret {sistant Postmaster Gen- 
oral Hatton deserves attention. This 
is the statement representing the 
cost of the Stsr-route Service for 
last year and the three preceding 
years. Although the cost of the 


Star-ronte Service was-cat down to 


the extent of nearly two willions by 
Postmaster- Generel James, the ro- 
doction was continned last year, the 
aggregate coet being less for the 
twelve months, ending June 30th, 
1883, than for the preceding twelve 
months, by more than $800,000, Nor 
was thie acormplisbed by a decrease 
of the service rendered. Since 1880, 
the number of miles traveled has 
increased by nearly two millions, 
while the cost has fallen from 87, 
300,000 te $4,900,000. 

A bill looking te the establishment of 
a postal telegraph service by the gov- 
ernment will probably be introduced in 
the next Congress. The proposition is 
now being discussed in the leading 
papers all over the country aud the 
opinions elicited are many and various. 
Oue feature of the proposition is for 
the government to use a portion of its 
surplus revenue in building new lines; 
another for the government to condomn 
the lines now in private ownership and 
convert them te public use. It is urged 
agai ust the first method of acquirisg 
lines that the government has no aivura! 
right to use government funda to enter 


ests which will practically confiscate 
private property. The present lines 
were built when the business of tele- 
graphing was an experiment, and have 
cost mach more than would be the cost 
of duplicating the lines. The govern- 
ment would then be taking advantage 
of the experiments private individuais 
have made at their own expense, aud. 
with its unlimited capital, make auch 
ase of that advantage as would render 
of little or no value the property which 
bas made the experiment. On the 
other hand, it is urged that the tele- 
“raph property is now held at about 
four times its real value, the original 
cost ef construction being the 
basis of estimate. If the government 
sbould attempt to purchase the existing 
lines it would have to pay not only 
much more that the coat of constructing 
implicate lines would now be, but more 
thau the cost of the lines when con- 
structed. To these obstacles in the 
way uf acquiring telegraph lines may | 
be added that of telegcaphic service. 
The establishment of u government 
postal service would uecesitate the 
creation of a new department, with a 
nen ia the Cabinet. The sabordiuates

No great or lasting good can ever be 
accompliabed by akirmishing outside of 
the tines. The way to make yourself 
felt ia to get right into the ranks and as 
near the front as possible and do your 
fighting within the lines, commencing 


at the primaries and never letting up 
until the battle 1s over. 


The Sierra Valley Leader calls at- 
tention to a recent report of a pro- 
fessor in an agricultural school in 
Sweden, io which suoflower.seed 
cake is highly recommended as a 
food for cattle. He also claima that 
the dry seed will be eaten readily by 
almost any kind of stock, and is es. 
pecially valuable as a food for all 
kinds of poaltry. The professor 
says that careful experiments made 
with it upon milch cows tend to 
show that it improves both the qual, 
ity and increases quantity of milk 
the batter from which is aiso of ex- 
geptional excellence. Many practical 
farmers in the neighborhood have 
made trial of it and are noanimoas 
their favorable verdict. The 
milch cows relished it from the first 
day it was fed to them and in all 
cases au improvement ia thé quality 
of the milk was quickly discovered. 
For draft oxen and fattening ball- 
ocks it is equally snitable, especially 
for the latter, whose meat, when thas 
infinenced, presents an «neqnaled 
richness of flavor. and it may be 
given in small quantities to horses 
with much advantage, mixed into a 
mash with chaff. The 
grows well all over this State, and 
where any attempt at caltivation i- 
made it grows to imm- use size.

The num- 
ver of subordinates under a correct 
system of appointing officials does not 
increase the difficcity of inding honest 
and faithful servants. There is, how- 
ever, this point of difference bei ween 
tbe mail service and the proposed 
postal service. The constitution gives 
the government the exclusive right to 
carry the mails. It had thut right from 
the first aud has always exercised it in

—of conferring thereby a benefit on 
the people so palpable that only the in- 
terested few would deny it.
